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(54) AUTOMATIC EXPOSURE CONTROLLER 

(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To provide an automatic exposure controller 
for performing control for supplying appropriate 
exposure to a main object and mitigating the saturation 
of a high luminance part at the time of a backlight or 
excessive follow light screen for which the high 
luminance part is present inside a screen relating to 
the automatic exposure correction of a video camera. 

CONSTITUTION: Average luminance lower than a certain 
luminance level is calculated from luminance signals in 
an average luminance calculation part 11 and is sent to 
a representative luminance calculation part 13 and 
representative luminance is calculated. In a diaphragm 
control part 15, the opening degree of a diaphragm 2 is 
controlled so as to let the representative luminance 
follow up prescribed target luminance. In the meantime, 
luminance distribution inside the screen is detected 
from the luminance signafs in a luminance distribution 
detection part 12 and is sent to an input D range 
calculation part 14 and an input D range is calculated. 
In a knee circuit 7, a break point and inclination are 
changed by using the input D range for the luminance 
signals. Thereafter, a 7 processing is performed, 
transmission to a DA convereter 9 is performed, 
conversion from digital signals into analog signals is 



performed and output to a luminance signal output 
terminal 10 is performed. 
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
